“This dccurred, it is true, at 
the Ume when there were 
vacancies in the establishment 
of the Magistracy. 


“Among the measures which 
were taken in an attempt to 
relieve the congestion was the 
creation of a new court at 
Central Magistracy and the 
enactment of an- Ordinance 
which permits persons to plead 
guiliy and pay fines In the com- 
Mission of certain specified 
minor traMe offences without 
the necessity of appearing in 
Court. Care was taken in that 
Ordinance not to deprive any 
erson of the right to cpprar in 
Court and‘be heard in Court Lf 
he so wishes.
